“If all spirits were not of the same sub- 
stance, 1 do not understand how they could 
communicate with one another, I believe it says 
somewhere in Genes that God made man in 
His own image. To me this means that man 
contains part of the divine substance, and 1 
therefore think that Panthemm instead of be- 
ing opposed to, is really a strong argument in 
favor of Spiritualism. 

“Bat let us return to the monastery and ar- 
range with the superior for our seance to- 
nett We do not want any of those fanatica!

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As no one objected to this arrangement, we 
walked leisurely baek to the monastery and land 
our plan before the superior, He showed him 
self much interested and readily agreed to be 
one of the seance, In reply to our enquiry, as 
to what eould be done to keep our meeting se- 
eret, he quieted our anxiety with the onforma- 
tion that no one would be able to approach 
within hearing distance of our chamber. In a 
molding constructed as Mar Saba is, and oren- 
pied by men with the habits and discipline of 
the monks, it was a comparatively ensy matter 
to find à cell where we conld be as maecessible 
ax ш a desert. 

That night after the superior had assured us 
that all the brethren were asleep, we repaired 
to a cell adjoining the Bue À where the 
monks are buried shrouded in their robes, Al- 
though а corpse had been laid on the slabs a few 
weeks before, we were not able to deteet any un- 
pleasant smell, when the superior admitted us 
for a few brief moments before the seance, 
This peculiarity of the sepulehre is considered 
one of the miracles of Mar Saba.
